ple; but, whatever may be their natu
inclipation, the late war will probably compel
a considerable exodus, especially from those
departments that have borne the brunt of the
strife. Present devastation and prospective
burdens of taxation must render these dis-
triots ‘‘good places to go away from ;" and
there are indications that the inhabitants are
preparing to act accordingly. We may reason-
ably expect that the greater number of immi.
grants will be attracted hilherward, and, in
extending to them a helping hand, we ma
give better expression to that nympstixy whio
has already done so much in direoct benefac-
tion.

We learn that a movement in this direction
is now contemplated in our city. Itis pro-

to raise by subseription a sufficient
und to purchase alarge tract of laud; to move
a colony or oolonies to it; to loanithe colonists
means to make first improvements, and, if
necessary, sustain them until harvest; re-
payment of all ontlay, with interest, to be
seoured by a lien upen the lands. Buch a
plan, successfully oarried out, might open
the way for extensive and valuable accessions
to our population. The failare of the first
enterprise, on the other hand, might
go far to discourage similar immi
tion. It is important, therefore, at
this undertakin should be wisely
managed. Muoch depends on the men chosen
to fill positions of trust; honesty ae well as
ability should be secured, as one rogue might
ruin the scheme. Loeation is also a point to
be discreetly considered, and on this we offer
a word of suggestion. The climatio condi-
tions should approach as nearly as may be to
those of France; and the aspects of mnature
should favor the profitable pursuit of indus-
trios to which the immigrants are aocustomed,
such as horticulture, ially vine-growing,
sheep-husbandry, and like occupations,

Our judgment is that in Virginia or North
Carolina such conditions may be found as
well as, if not better than, elesewhere; and
having the further advantage of being within
thirty-six hours of New York. That the im-
migrant could reach his home again by two
weeks’ easy journey, would be the best possi-
ble preventive of home sickness. Land can
be had in these States—much of it virgin
soil—on navigable waters or near lines of
railroad, as advan y a8 anywhere in
the country, If the movement to favor
French immigration is continued, one colon
at least may be settled in the region Mdl
cated.

PARIS AND FRANCE—WHAT NEXT?

The Germans, we are convinoed, are por-
fectly indifferent concerning these internal
disorders in France. They do not ocare
whether law and order are oompletely re-
established in or are completely driven oul of
France. Empire, monarchy, or republio,
anarchy or despotism, the Germans have no
feers, no anxieties, and no assistance to offer.
Suppoee a condition of chaos shall come npon

oor France, involving the prostration of

er agrienltural and manufacturing indus-
tries, the utter demoralization, bankruptoy,
and beggary of her people, that her law-
abiding and industrions classes by thon-
sands emigrate, for their personal safety
and the peourity of their property, to other
lands; and that such govermment as may
exist in Frange for the time, instead of meet-
ing the indemnity to Germany, repudiates the
whole national debt. What will this signify
to Germany ? Only this, that if the indemnity
agreed upon is not forthooming at the ap-
pointed time, and there is no prospeot of
getting it, Germany will foreclose her mort-
gege, and appropriate another slice of the
inviting soil of France, and such a elice as
will make the appropriation to the Germans a
better bargain than the money.

It will be observed that even these sans
eulottes and "?entlemen of the pavement' of
Paris have a g immaringhof this thing in their
proposition to respect the treaty stipnlationa
with Germany. 'I'ney propose, then, to Ea{v
the indemnity of a thousand millions of dol-
lars ired of France, though they may
uj republic of Thiers, and sel up the
republic of “liberty, equality, and frater-
nity,” as they comprehend it. How, then,
will they meetgthis indemnity? By the very
simple process of the oconfiseation of the
surplus property of the wealthy French
people; for, according to the red republican
theory of equality, ‘“‘property is theft,” and
the profits of and money-chahgers are
8 gs from the community, and belong
to the ocommunity or the BState. That
such fears exist among the French property-
holders oconcerning the ‘‘reds” we know
from the elections to the present Assembly;
that such fears exist among the Catholic pea-
santry in reference to the property and insti-
tutions of their Church has been proved in
the same electionsagainst Gambetta and Com-
pany. Most likely, at all events, from the
excesses of the ‘“‘reds"” of Paris, the French

rovinces and the returned soldiers of the
ate imperial armies will support M. Thisrs
in the restoration of the Orleanists or jthe
Bonapartes, It is still possible, however,
that M. Thiers may effect a compromise with
the ‘‘reds” of Paris, which will give the repub-
lie, upon a rensonable and conciliatory plat-
form, another chance in an appeal to the
French people. It is slill possible, on the
other hand, that France has reached that
turning point in the downward road of revo-
lutionary factions, demoralization, and confu-

WHO IS TO HAVE FRANCE?
From the N, ¥, Times.

In the French Assembly, on Monday, the
President, M. Grevy, took occasion to “‘de-
nounce’ the insurrection in Paris. At the
same time, the Government at Versailles has
addressed what is called a ‘‘reassuring circu-
lar” to the prefeots of ents, informing
them that state of affairs at Paris is *‘no
worse,” This seems rather like the answer of
a cauntious dootor to the inguiries of anxious
relatives, when his patient is about as bad as
he is expected to be in this world. It is muoch
more to the purpose to aunounce that
the wmrmy rF round Versailles—
and doubtless arrivin rapidly from
Germany—will be ly set to work to
quell the disturbances. Many of Bismarck's

are incomprehensible at first, and there-

ore it ia im le to say whether or not the
outbreak coincides with wishes. But, as
there is nothing conceivable for Germany to
ain from a revolution, it is probable that he
18 quite willing to see the movement sup-
pressed. In that case, the French troops
who were taken prisoners will be pushed for-
ward to Versailles with as little delay as pos-
sible, and the ts, supposing that the
army remaing faithful to the Government,
will scon be outlnumbered. Bal can these
returned tr be depended on? Nothing
is certain in French politics, The army may,
after all, be d to regret the fate which
has overtaken the Emperor. At this moment
the destinies of France might easily be
moulded by any really popular military leader,
A young Corsican lieylenant extinguished
the remains of the old French revolution, and
& man of superior genius to that of the Firat
Napoleon would now find little difficmlty in

ing himself master of the situation.

The ceful scenes which have ocourred
in Paris during the last few days will help to
explain to many people how it happened that
such & an a8 Napoleon III was allowed to
rule for eighteen years. In the minds of the
pro ed and middle olasses he was a barrier
sgainst socialistio revolution. As M. Prevost-
Paradol ro well explained, the Emperor was
allowed to reign because he was thonght tobe
the least of two evils between which the
Frenoch nation had to choose. On one side
the people saw, or thought they saw, gene-
ral aparchy, insscurity of roperty,
disturbed trade, and all nds of
wild excesses. On the other side they saw
a despotic ruler. It will be difiicult even
now to prevent the sho, koepiuf olasges, the
frogal workmen, aud the small landowners,
from drawing unfavorable comparisons be-
tween the young republic and the dethroned
Emperor. They will say:—*"For eighteen
yoars we have at least been free from oivil

war and insarrections, COCommerce has
flovrished; we have all grown richer,
or had & fair chanee of deing so.

The Emperor,
at the head of his soldiers, could put down an
insurrection in Paris, and there has been just
enough of anarchy to make the peo
once more inclined to place themselves under
his protection. Such an évent would be an
unbappy ome for Franece, but revolutions
there seem destined to end in the “one man
power.” A government is soarcely over-
thrown before the mob nte(ra in and sweeps
everything before it. All depends now on
the temper of the returning soldiers, If they
are inclined to help the Republic, the danger
will be averted. If they are disposed to wait
until Napoleon is once more back on the
shores of France, there is an end, we fear, of
the republic, Napoleon is not the man to
shrink from making an experiment which
offered even a faint possibility of his return
to power. The serien of startling and unex-
pected events svhich oharmoterized the late
war may not be quite at an end even now.

KU-ELUX IN CONGRESS.
From the N, ¥, World,

According to present ces, no Ku-
klux bill will be passed at the present session,
and nothing done beyond the appointment of
a committee of investigatien. The reason of
this seeming forbearance is that there are
some clear-headed lawyers among the Repub-

ican members of Congress, mﬁ no lawyer
who is honest and intelligent will say that
Cong ress has any power to punish inary
erimes of violenoe committed within the juris-
diction of a Btate, Congress has no more
authority to take cognizanoce of, such offenses
than the State of New York has to punish a
murder committed in the State of Illinois,

A committee of investigation is acquiesced
in by Demoorate, because they believe it will
explode the wild exaggerations and reckless
falsehoods of the Republican press; not be-
cause they believe it can furnish grounds for
logislation by Congress. Competent Repub-
lican lawyers peroeive as clearly as the Demo-
crats that snch legislation would bs unoconsti-
tutional; but they hope that a committee of
investigntion will serve party ends. The Re-

ublicans disclosed their real aim on Tuesday

y proposing in the SBenate that the commit.
tee of investigation be permiited to print
and publish the results of their inquirles
from time to time daring the
recess, This extraordinary  propo-
sal mneeds no interpreter. It shows that
the Republican party feels the need of a
“‘bloody shirt,"” to be carried as a banner in
the fall elections. A large majority of the
commiltee will of course be Republicans;
and the design of having them report ‘‘from
time to time during the recess,” is to furnish
a hideons raw-head-and-bloody-bones just on
the eve of the autumnal elections to rouse
and invigorate the Republican party, This
proposal is a tacit confession that the com-
wittee is meant by the Repuklicans as an
electioneering device, and that they are
sensible it ean  furnish no pro-
per gronmd for legislation. The Re-
publican majority of the committes will
make it their business to find (or invent) in-
flammatory matter to influencs the fall elec-
tions in the Northern Btates; it being well
understood that the Republican press will
spread before their readers the reports of the
Republican majority made ‘‘from time to
time,"” and take no notice of the reclifying
reports of the Democratio minority. There
is no precedent for a Con ional com-
mittee making a report except to Congress
by whom they were appointed, Thse proposal
that the Ku.klux Committee shall furnish
electioneering documents for the Republican
party during the recess, shows that the ob-

eob in view is not legislation to uphold order
tn the South,but mﬂmmm:{ appeals to ena-
ble the supporters of General Grant to carry
the fall elections in the North,

It is impossible for any Republican mem-
ber to frame 8 Ku-klux bill which wonld not
be in clear and flagrant violation of the Con-
stitutioa. Every such billis a palpable usur-

ion of the exclusive j otion of the
tate over ordinary erimes committed within
their limits. It is not pretended by anybody
that the Btate governments are not compeatent
to punish the Ku-klux outrages, sapposin
the alleged ountrages to be real. It wi
be readily admitted by the most hot-
headed radical of them all, that it is both
the right and the duty of the State
authorities to suppress and punish such
acts of violence. Forin what do these pre-
tended Ku-klux ountrages consist? Why, in
wmurder, manslaughter, arson, maiming, asd
other crimea of violence against person and
property. Now these are orimes which the
United States have never attempted to punish,
and bave no authority to punish, except when
committed on the high seas or within places
(like the District of Colambia and the forts)
where the United States have exoclusive juris-
diction. The whole body of the eriminal
statutes carefully recognize this limitation, a8
will sufliciently appear in the following cita-
tions from the United States Statutes at
Loarge: —

The principle
to which all such IaE‘Inhuon is conformed is,
that Congress has the same power to punish
ordinary orimes committed within the forts,
arsenals, ete., that the Btates have to punish
them when committed within their own State
limits; but that its jurisdiction is ss striotly
confined to snahgwlnm a8 the oriminal jurls.
diotion of each Btate is confined to its own
bourdaries, Outside of the forts in our
barbor, Copgress can no more punish s mar-
der commitied in this Btate, than the Stats of
New York can punish & murder or other ordi-
pary orime committed in New Jersey. Nol

These quotations from the United States
stotates and the decisions of the Saprems
Court are superfluously sonclusive rewpecting
the limitations of the power of Uongress to
punish ordinary felonies. Many of the Re-
publican lawyers in Congress appreciate these
insurmountable obstacles, and reeoil before
them; hence their readiness to take refuge
from an untenable position in an investigat-
ing committes which may serve an election-
eering purpose.
